The ex- 
plorations indicate that the oil and 
gas gather in sandy shallow pools 
between layers of rock.

The president of Petrobras, 
Colonel Janari Nunes, has cau- 
tioned against too much optimism 
in connection with this well, being 
content in his report to refer to 
it as “weak.” 

Meanwhile, the other functions 
of Petrobras continue to develop. 
Total refinery capacity, at present 
95,000 barrels daily, within a few 
months is expected to gain 6,000 
daily barrels as the refinery at 
Manaus swings into operation. 
This Paraense refinery is expected 
to supply the northern part of the 
country. 

From the production fields of 
Reconcavo Baiano there now come 
6,000 barrels of crude each day, 
which is equivalent to 13.5 per 
cent of present national consump- 
tion. 


Hopes Lie in Amazon 

Brazil’s hopes for an increased 
supply of native crude are fixed 
upon the Amazon region. It is here 
that the greatest effort is being 
concentrated, although the rest of 
the country is not being neglected. 

Nova Olinda and Abacaxis are 
also creating a good impression 
among Petrobras officials. Colonel 
Janari Nunes has promised that 
should the new wells produce oil, 
the program for this area would 
be immediately enlarged. 


Training Program 
Petrobras has also undertaken 
in its petroleum improvement and 
research center a program to train 
engineers and chemists for special- 
ized work in the petroleum indus- 
try. The course will last one year.

The return of José Alves Ma- 
ciel from France, where he had

One of Many Palms 

The babassu is only one of the 
1,250 species of palm trees found 
in the Western Hemisphere and 
of the five hundred to be found in 
Brazil alone. Even before the ar- 
rival of the first Europeans the 
aboriginal inhabitants were using 
the babassu for its fiber, oil, wax 


and as a food, as building mate- | 


rial, in baskets and mats and for 
numerous other products. 

In certain parts of Brazil where 
this palm flourishes, it is still used 
for these simple purposes. And 
not very far away there may be a 
processing plant turning the ba- 
bassu into raw material for the 


modern industries of Brazil and 
the export market. In spite of this 
wide variety of use, the babasst 
industry is still an infant. 


Problem of the Shell 

The reason for this is that it is 
lifficult to shell the nut by other 
rieans than with the hatchet. Since 
a worker’s output by this method 
is at best five or six kilos of nuts 
a day, costs in the industry run 
high. The expense of gathering is 
minimal, for the nuts, when ripe, 
fall from the tree and are to be 
had for the picking up. 


Yield 

Each babasst palm is estimated 
to yield annually a crop of ap- 
proximately eight hundred nuts, 
enough to produce ninety pounds 
of oil. The extent of babassu acre- 
age is estimated at 33,750,000. 

The yellowish amber-like ba- 
bassu oil has a characteristic odor. 
It can be used in food and is less 
acid than copra oil. Its analysis 
shows the following general re- 
sults:
